ASTO RIA, Ore., Jan. 8.— It was de­ 
termined at daylight that twenty-nine 
people had been drowned in the Rose- 
cram; wreck.

will prove less than estimated.

known that smudging 
helped 
ma­ 
terially to reduce the loss in the Po- 
mona-Cucamonga section and in oth* 
er districts also. 
The use of water 
was also resorted to successfully by 
growers, water being turned into the 
ditches for an all-night flow. 
Last Night's Temperature 
Although last night the 
tempera* 
ture fell below the freezing point at 
numerous points in the 
citrus belt, 
Cie mean temperature 
was 
higher 
than Cie night before. 
The Cost of the Fight 
A. E. Barnes, manager of the sup­ 
ply company affiliated with the Cali­ 
fornia Fruit Growers’ Exchange, gave 
some data on the cost of smudging as 
follows: 
“ More than 1,000,000 smudge pets 
have been kept burning nightly in 
tile hundreds of groves. 
“ To keep these fires going 
some­ 
thing like three gallons of oil or dis­ 
tillate lias been necessary for each 
pot.
